, THE NEW OONSERVATIVS LEADER 

TTO MANY POLITICAL OBSERVERS 
^ the sppointment of the Honorsbie R. B. Ben¬ 
nett St leader of the Coniervstm Party of Canada 
appeared to be inevitable from the moment of Mr. 
Mei|hen‘i resiinalion. To tome it Mcincd mevitable 
even before Mr. Meighen retired. Prior to the last 
general election The Time* prtdictcdn a Cohterva- 
tive defeat which would involve the resignation of 
the then party leader and itie selection of Mr. Bennett- 
in hi* place. This expectation, at far at the member 
from Ctigtry was concerned, was based upon hit 
growing awendancy in the councils of hi* party and 
in Parliament, hit exceptional talent* as a ipetker, hit 
strength of character, and hit intimate aaaociation with 
powmful hnalfcial interests which naturally were likely 
to direct their influence in his favor when the questio]) 
of leadership arose. Certainly, scanning the list of 
candidates presented at the convention in Winnipeg, 
it was hard to see any other outcome of the election. 
Mr. Cuthye, even if he were qualified on other 
'"(rounds. Vat too recent an immigrant from the LS>- 
aral Party to suit many of the delegate*. A similar 
.disqualification stood in the way of Dr. Manion. Mr. 
Cahan is a Montreal man and therefore was not likely 
to have much support from the western provinces as 
against a western man. 

Mr. Bennett should be a much more elfectiv* 
leader than Mr. Meighen proved to be. While by 
tso means an abler debater than his predecessor; he 
has important qualifications which Mr. Meighen ^cks; 
He has shown himself to be a strong polstvcal fighter, 
but never ha* he been charged with the pettiness or 
the bitterness which often characterized Mr. Meighen. . 
Nor is he likely to lead his party into as many political 
swamps as hit predecessor did. Mr. Bennett it gifted 
with an unusual fluency of language which on cer¬ 
tain occasions is apt to be dangerous, but we doubt 
if it ever will trap him into such an unfortunate utter¬ 
ance as Mr. Meighen’t Hamilton speech. 

Mr. Bennett on more than one occaiion has shown 
that he possesses a spirit of independence. It will be 
recalled that about ten year* ago he kicked over the 
political trace* when the Government he was elected 
to support was pressing through Parliament legislation 
under which the Dominion took over the Canadian 
Northern Railways and paid the promoters of that 
system ten million dollars. In that discussion Mt. 
Bennett's chief opponent was the Hon. Arthur 
Meighen, who was piloting the measure through the 
House. 

n»* new Conservative leader was bom in New 
Brunswick, a province that has contributed more than 
its share of outstanding public men to the Dominion, 
especially to the western part of it. He hat been a 
resident of Calgary, however, for thirty years and it 
thoroughly' familiar with the progress and potential¬ 
ities of the great agricultural region which plays to 
determining a part in the economK life of the whole 
country. He hat undergone tome vkissitude* in hit 
own constituency, having been defeated in 1921, after 
representing it /ot ten year*. In the elections of 1925 
. and 1926 he wat'iucceuful, and now hat iht distinc¬ 
tion of being the only Conservative representative in 
the House of Commons from the Prairie Provinces out 
of a total of fifty-four. 

No doubt our Conservative friend* hope that 
under Mr. Bennett’i leadership they will be able to 
break into that politically hostile fold. The conven¬ 
tion, however, imposed upon him a heavy handicap in 
the form of a meanihgleaa and evasive resolution on 
the tariff which will be nothing lea* thaii a hall and 
chain to him. The Prairie Province* never will elect 
a Conservative majority aa long at the ConMrvative 
Party stands for a protective tariff, no matter who 
the leader may be. This was the lesson Mg. Meighen, 
himself a western man, was destined to leam in sev¬ 
eral elections. The convention endeavored to strike 
a balance by pauing resolutions favoring the coh- 
alruclion of the Hudson's Bay Railway, which the 
Liberal Government already is builduag, minimum 
freight rates, encouraging agriculture and the return 
to the Prairie ProvitKct of their natural resources. But 
iheae are all secondary in importance in those provinett 
to the tariff, which moat directly affects the farming 
-population. It is realized, of course, that the .con- 
^venlion could not have abandoned the policy of pro¬ 
tection without provoking a aharp conflict which might 
have wrecked the party. 

This will be one of Mr. Bennett's formidable 
' problems. Another is pretenled by the province of 
Quebec in which there are only four Conservative 
member* of the Houae of Cooimona out of aixty-five. 
The new leader probably will have the support of 
powerful financial intereaU in Montreal, but these in¬ 
variably have lupported the Conservative Party with 
very little general effect. So the problemt in respect 
of Conservative repieaentation from the Prairie Prov- 
, met* and Quebec which proved loo much for Mr. 
' Meighen also confront Mr. Bennett, and it remains 


to be teen how he will endeavor to solve them in the 
I face of the evident handicaps imposed upon him by 
his party. Tliat he will make a strong effort to dit- 
^pote of them it beyotid question, but *l tong at the 
Conttrvalive Party continues to champion the interests 
of a powerful aeclionti minority at the expense «f the 
majority of the Canadian people, no political Moiea i 
can lead it out of the wildemett into the green fields | 
of Canaan. -

I T IS UNFORTUNATE THE FLAG QUES- 
tion in Soqth Africa it being aired on the hust¬ 
ings in such a bitter fashion. Obviously much is being 
said on both tide* which it of an unsettling nature in 
more ways than one. At this distance it look* as if 
former Premier Smuts and some of hi* supporters are 
using a.lhe Government's proposal for a diatinctiv* 
South African emblem a* a political football. 

Some time ago there may have been some ground 
for supposing that General Hertzog had sinister de- I 
signs on the British connectNin. It is doubtful if he 
ever could have had hu way; but he was openly in 
favor of cutting the painter and turning the Union 
into an independent state on republican lines. That 
we* when he was in Opposition, before he went to the 
Imperial Conference, before the fruit* of office had 
been gathered by him and hia party. He ha* seen the 
light since then and there is no special reason to sup-- 
poa* that hi* desire to put South Africa in the same 
position at Australia, New Zealand, and Ireland in 
the matter of a flag implies any reservation of hi* new 
conception of the Union'* responaibility to add position 
within the Britannic Commonwealth. 

When ih* South African Parliament aaaeroble* j 
ihortly this qumtion will be om of the paramount ia- j 
suet of the session. But the Govemment'a attitwle, in [ 
deference to what appear* to Ije a substantial body of i 
^blic opinion, seem* to be one of willingness to meet 
objectioni to iu ,own proposals in a spirit of tol- 
eriliV The Minister of Justice intimates that the I 
size ofNhe shield containing the Union Jack need not | 
be comidered definitely settled. There u a pioipect. 
therefore, that a rtfeiendum. which would involve 
bitter political and racial controversy, may be avoided 

by compromia*. ' iL • ■ 

A* the High Commiaaioner for South Arric* in | 
London observed at Aberdeen yesterday, there ia no 
Union Jack on Scotland'* national symbol, yet no¬ 
body wouliXever call a Scotchman disloyal or suggest 
that Scottish people wanted to secede because they did 
not incorporate the Union Jack on their national flag. 
"It is exactly the same with u* in South Africa, he 
emphasized. "What we, a* the Dominion of South 
Africa, want, is a diatinclive symbol." 

It is a strange thing that there should be to much 
fust over the desire of a self-governing nation within 
the British Commonwealth, about whose loyalty to 
the British connection there now is not the least ques¬ 
tion. to have a flag of it* own a* a rallying influence. 

If secession ever should be decided upon by any mem¬ 
ber of that Commonwealth, its flag would make little 
diffeience in the mam. But. on the contrary, it u the 
freedom in such matters which the British system im¬ 
parts that strengthen* the family tie. It hat succeeded 
in South Africa. Wh^ suppoae it would fail at this 
stage)
